For the first time in the history of the Po-

Stand Still and a Dense Blueness Per- 
vades the Steck ExchangeChicago Op- 
erators the Last to Leave, with the Big- 
gest Gains to Their CrediteTime toe Be 
Chary of Trust OperationseAntics of 
the Sugar Stocks. 


New York, Oct, 26.—[Special. ]—Not since 
the numb times that followed the panic of ’93 
has Wall street been in so disheartened con- 
dition as . Everybody in the Stock Ex- 
change district is blue. Activity has gone, 
There is nothing cheerful anywhere so far as 
the security market in concerned. Much 
money was made on tho spring and suminer 
boominess by men with nerve enough to take 
the chAnces, which at the beginning seemed 
tremendous. Chicago got more than its fair 
share of ail that was then made, and even up 
to within the last fortnight one crowd of live 
Board of Trade men has kept large interests 
in the more active stocks, especially St. Paul 
and Chicago Gas. 

Now, however, Chicage operators are as 
much out of the market as the rest of the big- 
ger traders, and the too plain result is empty 
brokerage offices and tickers that stand etill, 
Here and there are expressions of belief that 
we are having only a temporary waiting time, 
This probably is true so far as the mere mat. | 
ter of activity is involved, but unless sigas 
usually trustworthy are far away the activity 
that is closest at hand is not of the boom soft. 

Liquidation has been going on quietly in 
some~high financial circles. Some of it is 
significant of pronounced uneasiness. If cer- 
tain sellere of stocks lately had their transac- 
tions known generally we would be sure to 
get a bad break in some of the industrial 
stocks. Take the so-calied *securities’’ of 
the inflated leather trust as an example. Vo- 
ciferous official announcements of earnings 
and stupendous profits have enabled in- 
siders to distribute’ quite a respectable lot 
of stock. Duriag this week the  pre- 
ferred stock has gone down several pointa, 
It is an officially volunteered explanation that 
bear speculators have been making fictitious 
transactions and that a’big short interest has 
been created, which before iong will pre- 
cipitate a squeeze and send the price whirl- 
ing upwaras again. That sort of taik is rot, 
No trust with $125,000,000 capital was ever 
carted to Wali street except to give insiders 
a chance to sell aut and stick the public. And 
the President of the leather trust is right now 
selling his stock. He’s aot quite a profes- 
sionai philanthropist. 

Time te Be Chary of Trusts. 

Whats stealthily going on in the leather 
trust isthe program in other trust stocks, 
though so far in a less volume, This isa 
time when sane men will be very chary of the 
trusts. The stock market’s most siguificant 
feature this week has been - Sage oe by the 
antics of sugar trust stock, ere have 
been strenuous efforts made to have the etock 
appear strong, but each day has scored for it 
some deciine. The loss for the week is not 
immaterial. Evidences have been abundant 
suggesting that insiders have been letting go 
their holdings. The sugar trade situation 
during the week has changed decidediy for 
the worse. The demand for refined sugars fell 
off so much that a deciine of 4¢ of a cent per 
pound wasfound necessary by the trust, and 
even on this basis trade demands continue 


‘limited to a hand to mouth basis, while the 


raw evgar markets of the world are advan- 
cing: ‘This, of course, cuts down the margin 
of profits to refiners largely. 

The damage reported by hurricanes in 
Cuba to the cune fields there promises to re- 
duce that crop at least 15 percent. This a 
little while ago might have been considered 
a bull point on sugar trust stock, for until 
now it has been supposed that the trust was 
one of the biggest hoiders of raw sugars 
and would profit by any shrinkage 
of the crop anywhere. But it is disclosed now 
that instead of having large holdings of raw 
sugar the trust is practically bare of the 
product, and is confronted with the necessity 
of goimg into the market to supply its current 
necessities. This, tiie sho in Cuba 
makes it necessary for American refiners to 
go to Europe for their raw supply in compe- 
tition with the foreign refiners, who can man- 
ufaeture so much cheaper that the importa- 
tion of foreign refined sugars here must be 
largely increased. 

Letting Go Their Sugar Stock. 

These facts reflecting conditions which are 
more serious than the trust has ever before 
had to face have evidentiy exerted influences 
upon large holders of sugar trust stock, who, 
according to all surface indications, have 
been letting go their investments just as fast 
as the market would take them. It would not 
be strange to see sugar break through par 
durmg the coming week. If it does not do 
so, indeed if it does not go much below par, 
it will be largely because there are specu- 
lative necessities which interfere temporarily. 
Such interference can be only temporary. 
With the approach of Congress insiders are 
naturally inclined to be nervous. 

Whisky trust speculation is sadly disap- 
pointing insiders who havea big accumula- 
tion of stuff they wantto get out of at a 
profit. They have tried todosome manipn- 
lating, but the public declined even to nibbie. 
Two distinguished Chicago gentlemen, co- 
directors in one of the chief banks of Chi- 
cago, are especially unhappy. They have 
not only a large load of their own, but they 
have suddenly found themselves responsible 
for a speculative line of whisky trust stock 
which they didn’t know they had any relation 
to whatever. It is dangerous to go into a 
pool with the average whisky trust insider. 

Fresh Gold Exports Predicted, 


Wall street takes smail interest in the pend. 
ing alliance between Eastern trunk lines, re- 
fusing utteriy to believe with Senator 
Chandler that it is going to amount te much 
so far as meking morey is concerned, The 
average broker, banker, and trader can find 
mnore interest in the sterling exchange situ- 
ation. The international balance of trade is 
so heavily against us that statisticians aré dis- 
tributing a good many germs of doubt as to 
whether the gold exportation movement is 
anything like over. When Wall street does 
least it talks most, and just now the discus- 
sion of the international exchange market is 
a live topic in the Stock Exchange district. 

*Wall street knows precious littie about the 
Kaffir business.

Mr. Vanderbilt’s Millions Will Net Be 
Free for the Duke. 

New York, Oct. 26.-—In the settlements 
ef the Vanderbilt-Mariborough wedding it 
has been reported that Miss Vanderbilt's 
marriage portion would be $10,000,000. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s settlement has a condi- 
tion attached to it, namely, that thaincome 
from the $10,000,000 shall be for the use of 
the future Duchess during her life-time. At 
her death the principal goes to the issue 
of her marriage with the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough. 

It is understood that upon his side the 
prospective bridegroom deeded to Miss Van- 
derbilt large estates in England, which have 
been in his family for years. While the in- 
trinsic value of these estates may not be 
equal to Mr. Vanderbilt's gift to his daugh- 
ter, yet they have heretofore always been 
considered too valuable to be permitted to 
pass out of the Mariborough family. 


ANOTHER COMPANY IN THE TRUST. 


All the Importamt Diatillers of the 
Country Join the Combine. 

New York, Oct. 26.—[Special.}—The final 
steps in the consummation of the gigantic 
combination of all the important distillers in 
the country were taken today. 

Another large company entered the com- 
bination, giving into the hands of one set 
of men the control of 95 instead of 90 per 
cent of the toal production of spirits and 
cattle feeding products in the United States.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


American Steamships Delayed by Nu- 
merous Mimeor Accidents. 

New York, Oct. 26.—[Special.}—The Amer- 
ican line seems to have much trouble with 
its steamships. The St. Louis came in to- 
day late after its maiden voyage over the 
westward course. It met with an accident 
to its machinery on its way to Southampton, 
and on this trip home was obliged to slow up 
arriving here about five and one-half hours 
behind the New York’s time. 

The St. Paul was traveling at a record- 
breaking pace when, on last Wednesday, 
one of the air-pumps gave out and the port 
engine had to be stopped. This caused a de- 
lay of twenty-four hours. Calculated by the 
difference in.time it was making and what 
it would have made but for the break, the 
time for the trip was six days seventeen 
bours and fifty-one minutes. 


SPECIE IS GAINING IN THE BANKS. 


Indications Favor an Increased Gold 
Reserve in the Treasury. 

New York, Oct. 26.—[Special. }—Specie gains 
of $1,209,800 reported for thé week in the 
settlement of the associated banks today, 
following specie gains of $990,000 in the pre- 
vious week, occasioned much favorable com- 
ment in the financial district, where the 
common understanding that specie, when 
reported. by.the banks, means gold. 

The gains are not wholly explained by this 
assumption. While the bond syndicate con- 
tinued active it absorbed not only coin but 
smelters’ offerings. Demand from that 
quarter new having ceased, the banks are 
again in the market for gold and it naturally 
drifts to them. Alli signs point te a continu- 
ation of conditions favorable to the Treas- 
ury reserve. 

Bankers feel confident the situation must 
soon depress exchange to a point that will in- 
sure additions in gold from Europe to the 
Treasury reserve, while the gold supply in 
the banks will keep on increasing from the 
production of the mines. 

Robbed and Stripped Naked. - 

The employés of’ the Atha & Illingsworth 
steel works in Harrison, N. J., were startled 
this morning when three men appeared in the 
works perfectly naked. The men were not 
crazy, but had been robbed. They said they 
were bakers, living in Philadelphia. They 
declared they were walking from New York 
City to their home, having failed to get em- 
ployment in New York. They were met at 
8 o’clock this morning by four big men, who 
had revolvers and swore they would kill 
them if they spoke. They were ordered to 
disrobe and were forced to remove every 
stitch of wearing apparel. They were not 
allowed to retain underclothing. 

Crank Says He Isa Baronet. 

A well-dressed young man, apparently 25 
years old, called at police headquarters this 
morning and announced he wanted protec- 
tion against a band of spiritual bodies who 
were trying to force him to prevent the Mari- 
borough-Vanderbilt wedding. The crank 
was hurried to the Jefferson Market Police 
Court. He gave his name as Sir Oliver de 
Gyarfas, Baronet of Leczfalva, and had 
naturalization papers in his pocket to prove 
he was what he claimed to be.

EXPEDITION STARTS TO AID CUBANS, 


Shipload of Armed Men Under Command 
of Carlos de Cespesdes. 

New York, Oct. 26.—Carlos Manuel de Ces- 
pesdes, son of the first President of the Cuban 
provincial republic of twenty years ago, is 
upon the high seas at the head of a secret ex- 
pedition, which expects to land in Cuba in a 
few days. He is accompanied by nearly 100 
enthusiastic young men, all.armed, who have 
determined to fight the Spaniards for Cuba’s 
liberation. 

The expedition was fitted out in this city 
during the last three months, and no money 
was spared to make it a success, It started 
from the Delaware River early last week. The 
vessel which carries De Cespesdes and his 
men to Cubaisa large schooner of the clipper 
style. fitted with rapid firmg guns. It has in 
its hold 500 rifles, 500,000 cartridges,.two 
gatiing guns, 500 machetes, and half a tenof 
dynamite, 

The men who accompany De Cespesdes are 
well drilled and unitormed. They received 
| their milttary instruction in this city. Upon 
their arrival in Cuba they expéct to join the 
regular revolutionary army under Gen, Max- 
imo Gomez. 

Carlos Manuel de Cespesdes is the only son 
of the late Gen Ces es. He was born in 
this country twenty-five years ago and speaks 
English fluentiy. De Cespesdes and his fol. 
lowers left Jersey City for Philadelphia on 
mee They did not all go over the same 
route, but selected different ways to reach 
their destination. Upon their arrival. in the 
Quaker C:ty they went to different hotels, and 
the povewing morn boarded a large ocean- 
going tug which had been chartered to take 
the party down the Delaware. .

EMPEROR FREDERICK MEMORIAL CHURCH. 


The intention of the present Emperor was that the cost of the church should not ex- 
ceed one million marks, but as the work progressed he found that to realize his ideas 
more money would have to be expended. The original sum was doubled, and even with. 
this amount the architect, Herr Schwechten, found himself unable to carry out the or- 
ders of his imperial master. The church as it stands today, without counting the cost of 
the tower with its superb bells, represents an outlay of 5,000,000 marks, or four times mist ; with ae | 
more than the original estimate. The church is_built of light-colored sandstone of a soft me oS ee 
agreeable tint. It is severely plain; rich, so to speak, in its simplicity. about Vecezuela, it is scouted as ridiculous, 

The interior is a triumph of both the builder's and the Gdecorator’s art. “Thé chancel is 3 : es en ea 
the most splendid feature of the interior. It is framed in an enormously high and broad 
triumphal arch. Five seven and one-half meters high stained glass windows throw 4 
flood «f soft light over the elaborate mosaics adorning the walls on all sides. The win- 
dows are masterpieces of glass painting. Between the windows on oy od wrought 
brackets stand large statues of the four evangelists. At the base of the triumphal arch 
stands on one side a statue of Luther and onthe other that of Melanchton. 

The tower of the church is particularly imposing, but on account of its massiveness 
does not look so high as it really is. Its height is 344 feet, making it one of the loftiest 
church spires in the world. The tower coutains five large bells, and Emperor Wilhelm 
has taken particular pride in havfig these masterpieces of the bell founder's art. They 
are all made of bronze from cannon captured from the French in the last war. The 
largest of these bells is-named Kénigin Louise and Kaiser Wilhelm L., is adorned 
with the coat of armsof Prussia and Mechlenburg; its tone is pitched in D. It weighs, 
without the tongue, 1°%,800 kilograms, and is about ten feet high and six feet in diameter. 
It is the finest toned and the largest of all the bells but one in the empire. 

The second bell is named ‘‘Augusta,” and is embellished with the coat of arms of 
Prussia and Saxony; its weight without tongue is 58,500 kilograms and it is pitched 
in F. The third bell is pitched in A and is named “Deutschland. This is the 
war bell: it weighs 4,500 kilograms, and is ornamented with the German e sur- 
mounted by the imperial crown. Under this is the inscription, “Versailles, Januar, 
1871.” The fourth 1l is named “Kaiser Frederick,” whose coat of arms it bears. Its 
tone is pitched in B and its weight is 3,000 kilograms without the clapper. The fifth bell 
is named “‘Wilhelm II. and Auguste Viktoria.’’ It is ornamented with the coat of arms 
of Prussia and Holstein. Its tone is pitched in C and it weighs without tongue 2,200

You are, no doubt, somewhat familiar with the 
work that our association is doing in bringing 
a change of method of weighing grain 
going to the Chicago markets. We made a de- 
mand that our grain be weighed by a disinterested 
Board of Trade weighman, under the supervision 
of John Walker, who is the regularly appointed 
weighmaster of the Board of Trade in Chicago. 
We are gratified to inform you that with the 
hearty. and earhest co¥peration of almost all of 
the members of the Chicago Receivers’ and Ship- 
pers’ Association, almost all of the public and 
private elevators and local industries have dis- 
placed their own private weighmen and are now 
having Board of Trade weighmen. There are 
some élevators -and local industries that will not 
give us disinterested Board of Trade weights. At 
our called meeting Oct. 17, at Decatur, we dis- 
cussed this matter and the following resolutions 


were Unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, The Board of Trade of the City of 
Chicago recently passed a rule requiring members 
of that organisation to furnish public or disin- 
terested certificates of weights on all grain con- 
signed to them or bought by them at country 
points, when Chicago weights are the basis of set- 
tlement; and, 

“Wiereas, Kighty-one out of eighty-five mem- 
bers of the Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association 
of Chicago signed an agreement to insist on 
Board of Trade weights on all grain sold by them 
to go to public or private elevators or local in- 
dustries; and, 

‘‘Whereas, Ceftain members of the above asso- 
ciation, who signed this agreement, have been 
knowingly violating it; therefore be it 

7 Ived, That the members of the Illinois 
Grain ‘Dealers’ Association will not consign or 
sell to any receiver or buyer of grain who kngw- 
ingly violates the rule of the Board of Trade or 
the agreement of the Receivers’ and Shippers’ As- 
sociation in regard to weighing. 

‘Resolved, That the action of the Chicago 
Sugar Refinery of Chicago, and other buyers of 
grain there, in_ refusing to allow said grain to be 
weighed by Chicago Board of Trade weighmen is 
hereby, condemned, and that we regard such ac- 
tion as prima facie evidence that such buyers are 
operating in a manner that is against the best in- 
terests of the grain dealers of Lilinois."’ 

All local grain b of Iilinois and elsewhere, 
whether members of our association or not, should 
stand firm and refuse to accept any other than 
Board of Trade weights. 7 

The sugar refinery and other local industries 
that refuse to give us disinterested Board of 
Trade weights will, no doubt, make bids above 
bids made by buyers who furnish Board of Trade 
weights. But when the wéights are taken into 
consideration they are below the bids made by 
those who propose treating us fairly and honest- 
ly, after receiving our grain, by giving us Board 
of Trade weights. We inclose te you a letter 
which we ask you to 6ii out. sign, and mail to 
your commission houses in Chicago. We also han: 
you a blank application for membership in our 
association, and trust you may see that it is to 
your best interests to join the organization if you 
are not already a member. 

The letter referred to is a notification to 


local commission firms which if generally 


sent out to country shippers will do a great - 


deal to solve the weighting question. The 
form is as follows: “In the futurd all grain 
sold you for Chicago @blivery, or sold by you 
for our account, is with the full understand- 
ing by you that the settlement must be made 
on the official Board of Trade weights, or on 
our station weights. No other weights will 
be taken .on any séttlement where Chicago 
terms are mentioned. Do you desire our 
business on these conditions.”’

OHIO RIVER DRY EVER SINCE APRIL 


Great Suffering Inflicted on Coal Men 
and Others in Consequence. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 25.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.}—One who remembers his school 
days and can recall the impressions of the 
Ohio River he gained from the old histories 
and geographies would be unpleasantly dis- 
jilusioned could he see that ‘‘noble’’ stream 
now. The Ohio has been falling for six 
months and today is little more than a series 
of pools, shallow and more or less stagnant. 
From _.its confluence with the Mississippi to 
its headwaters at Pittsburg navigation has 
been suspended for months. The last rise 
was tn April, since which time no coal ship- 
ments have been made to southern points. 
Soon thereafter even the light-draught pack- 
ets tied up, and the beautiful Olio has been 
a river only inname.. This is due to the most 
protracted drought in many years in the 

Ohio, Monongahela, and Allegheny valleys. 
The effects of the low water are felt from 
the Gulf to.Morgantown, W. Va. In Pitts- 
burg and the river country above it the 
coal operators and miners are put to great 
loss,. and the navigation of the Mononga- 
hela is im ble-—-something unknown for 
thirteen years. Below Pittsburg the princi- 
pal loss and suffering are entailed as a result 
of the lack of coal.- Since the last rise in the 
Ohio’ some coal has been shipped to Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville from the Kanawha 
River mines, but the quantity has not been 
rat and those markets are practically de- 
uded of coal, On the Lower Mississippi 
Alabama coal is being used for steam pur- 
poses, but it is not equal to the Pittsburg 
coal and the sugar planters will have none 
of it. ‘As their season is at its height now 

they are in sore straits. 

But it is at Pittsburg the great loss is felt. 
prospective profits of a year have been 
spent by the coal operators in caring for 
the black diamonds that cannot be gotten to 
market. ére is today, loaded in boats 
barges- ig ‘the harbor: and in the pools, 
,000,000, bushels of coal. It costs $1,200 a 
¥ to care for this property, not taking into 
‘the loss of interest on the money 


“Of course all this coal has not been availa- 
ble for shipment during the six months of 
‘no river,” but the greater portion of it has 
been, and the coalmen figure the cost of care 
a@t $125,000. The craft—coalboats, barges, 
fuelboats, flats, and towboats—are valued 
at $2,500, 000. The coal itself at present mar- 
ket rates ord so close to $2,400,000. This 
méans ‘abont $5,000,000 tied up and unpro- 
ductive of a single cent; indeed, it is a bur- 
den to the owners. Figuring a logs of inter- 
ést for six.months on this sum and adding 
it to the cost of maintenance the coal op- 
érators- compute their expenses for the last 
summer at $275,000, quite equal ‘to what they 
. thi ht have realized as profit had they been 
ible to market the coal. Added to this is

Tranacript: Today in the Court of General 
‘Sessions one Morris Schoenholz was. sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for forty-eight years 
as the pennity for erson in the first degree, 
He is now a man of four and forty, and, ap- 
p irently, of small physiedt endurance, so that 
he will undoubtedly die, sooner or later, in 
confinement. His trial continued for a fort- 
night or more, and his conviction is..the first 
conclusive result of the pursuit of a, notori- 
ous gang of incendiaries and an earnest of 
others tocome, The Distriet- Attorney’ s of- 
fice began to make arrests and collect 
evidence early lest spring, and subse. 
quentiy the preparation for the § prose- 
cution of the accused men has absorbed 
nearly all the fime of Mr. Davis, one of the 
ablest of Col. llows’ assistants, In the 
first instance the end has crowned the wurk, 
and like auspicious results are anticipated in 
the trials to come. In the end it is believed 
that a most dangerous band of incendiaries. 


will be scattered; that its leaders will be™ - 


condemned to virtual life imprisonment, and 
that some of the men that profited directly 
and indirectly by its crimes will be. propor- 
tionately punished. If these pfosecu- 
tions prove successful they are likely, 
besides, to check the growth of incendiarism 
as a trade in New York and in its neig hbor- 
hood. For some years past, it is not too 
much to say, it has flourished almost openly 
as such in divers quarters of the town. 


Schoenholz and His Operations. 


The testimony given Guring the trial of 
Schoenhbolz makes a remarkable tale .of 
minglei cupidity, depravity, falsehood, and 
craven fear, and that, too, theagh he 1s said to 
have had a yet more infamous assoéiate, 
Giuckmann by name, who is now lying in the 
Tombs. Schoenholz himself followed no call- 
ing, eave that of an incendiary. and among 
his acquaintances he appears to have been 
pubhhely known assuch. Little by little, in- 
deed, his adroitness in the setting of fires 
without detection spread his note.among his 
\ellow-countrymen along the whole East 
Side from the Battery to Harlem. So far 
as ‘the evidence shows that quarter 
of the -town . was his. chosen field, 
and his accomplices and customers 
were invariably of his own race, Jews from 
Central Europe. For the most part they ap- 
pear to be small shopkeepers in sordid cir- 
cumstances and fuil of the cupidity of their 
kind. In some cases the gossip of the neigh. 


borhood made Schoenholz and his: trade: 


Known to them. In others his agents and 
“runners ’’—for he employed sech aid, like 
any reputable | tradesman--revealed 
schemes to promising accompli In others 
still Schoenhoiz himself went about to 
‘**‘drum up” trade. He and his representa- 
tives appealed directly to the cupidity of their 
customers. Most of them were wretchedly 
poor, keeping a small shop that brought them 
scanty returna, and- thirsting for ready 
money. 

Was their stock in trade insured? the be- 
guiiing Schoenhoilz used to ask. If it was not 
tought to be, If it was he would show them 
the way to make more honey more quickly 
wad more easily than they had ever made it 
before. Let the covetous tailor, for example, 
pay him asmall sum down and promise in 
writing a still larger when the insurance was 
paid, and his share in the job was ended. 
Schoenholz himself would set the fire and 
guarantee his accumplice against discovery. 
A public adjuster in league with the other 
conspirators was at hand to compute the loss. 
Confederates stood ready to make false oaths. 
There have been hints of collusion with this 
gang even among the recognized agents of in- 
surance companies and of spies in the offices 
of the Fire Marshal, whence suspic‘ous fires 
are investigated, und of the District-Attorney, 
whence prosecutions might arise. Be these 
things as they may, Schoenholz and his 
associates ahd one other gang of a similar 
sort appear to have enjoyed repute as 
eminently safe and trustworthy incendiaries. 


Setting the Fire. 


As soon as the agreement was made a day 
was set for the fire, and sometimes a part of 
the shopkeeper’s stcck wus covertly removed 
in advance. At the appointed time he deliv- 
ered the key to Schoenholzand departed with 
his househoid to visit a relative or a friend, to 
a theater, or even to a synagogue. Whole 
families appear to have been cognizant in ad- 
vance of the venture and to have taken keen 
interest in it. After a decent mtervaPSchoen- 
holg himself arrived at the door with an inno- 
cent bundle under hisarm. With the key he 
entered and quickly made his yl hye poo 
Now most of the shops are small, dark, low, 
and dirty, on the street floor of crowded. tene- 
ment houses. From a gas fixture. or 
some convenient object in the middle 
of the shop Schoenholz hung a 
distended bladder filled with benzine or a like 
inflammable and explosive fluid, A _ little 
beiow this bladder he piaced a lighted candie, 
and then went his way’in peace. In @ short 
time the candle ignited the benzine, the 
bladder burst, and its contents spattered in 
all directions, and the fire broke out in a 
score of places at once, 

When an alarm had been raised and the 
firemen had come a sufficiency of the stock 
had been burned, whether or not the flames 
were quickly extinguished. As the tales of 
the East Side go, Schoenholz used on oc- 
casion to watch the progress of his fires from 
the street or from some convenient house, 
and another of his kind had presumption to 
lounge now and then into police headquarters 
themselves to await the reporting of his. 
Whiie the embers were smoking thé shop- 
keeper, outwardly alarmed "but Ewardie 
content, appeared. Subsequently .the false 
oaths were made, the loss determined, and 
the inyurance paid. Thereuron the customer 
paid Schoenholz some 5 or’10 per cent of the 
amount that he bad received, distributed 
gratuities among his other accomplices, and 

transaction was closed. 

Schoedhoiz and his kind were ready forany 
sort of business, from the firing of a paltry 
shop insured, say, for $500 to tne burning of 
a factory insured for $50,000, If, in truth, 
nee had mot reached out persistently for 

larger and latger veutures they might longer

OUTLOOK OF UNIVERSITY EXTENSION, 


What Will Be Done Among the Centers 
This Winter. 

The present condition of the extension de- 
partment af the University of Chicago is 
highly gratifying to the officers at the head 
of that institution. The work of this divis- 


ion has increased until now the demand for ' 


workers in wniversity extension has been so 
greai that many new men have been added 
to the faculty of this department. 

The prosperity of this department is large- 
ly due to Prof. Nathaniel Butler,who recently 
resigned his position as director of the uni- 
versity to accept the Presidéncy of his Alma 
Mater, Colby University,. Waterville, . Me. 
His successor, Prof. Edmund. J.: James of 
the University of rrenyy Sager has had 
much éxperience in this line of work. He 
will commence here in February next. 

There are now fifty-four university exten- 
sion centers which have arranged coursys 
for the autumn quarter. Of these thirty- 
nine are outside the City of Chieago. One of 
the most flourishing centers outside of Chi- 
cago is at Springfield, lil. This branch has 
arranged its work for the season of 1895-’96 
and also tor the season of 1896-'07. Prof. 
Shepardson of thé University of Chicago 
says: “University extension is not a fad in 
Springfield; it is ari *fnstitution.”’ And the 
sanmie is true in many other cities.

Fire only-appears to burn less brightly in 
the stinshife than in the shade. The actual 
brilliancy and the rapidity of the combus- 
tion are the same both in Sunlight and in 
darkness.—Popular Science News.

was depositing sand and wreckage from the 
northeast around and under Squatter John- 
ston’s bathhouse, And it so happened that 
one spring the squatter found that if he 
received any bathers they would have to 
go swimming in a sea of tin tomato cans, 
old barrels, and other rubbish which had 
been unceremoniously dumped down in his 
front yard. But @ven this difficulty didn’t 
disturb his quiet contentment. There being 
no longer ahy water in reath.of the bath- 
house Squatter Johnston fenced in an ir- 
regular piece of ground, built over the bath- 
house for a residence, and planted pump- 
kins where bathers had formerly disported. 
Then he opened a little saloon in one end of 
his establishment, and he and Mrs. John- 
ston catered to the saflors,thé dockmen, and 
the lumber shovers who frequented the 
piers. And there they live today, serving a 
“growler”’ trade and growing pumpkins in 
the back yard. 

Squatter Johnston is a slippered old man 
with iron gray hair and oe square, deter- 
mined jaw, and Mrs. Johnson is large and 
round and happy-~-when there.‘is no talk 
of running Indiana street through her little. 
front parlor. The squatter himself can sit 
down and tell good stories by the hour. Like 
all men who frequent the water he seems to” 
ooze with “wise saws and modern in- 
stances.”” He has @ smaftering of political 
and social economy—in as far, at least, as 
it applies to squatters, and he knows the law, 
too, and he can tell a great many wondrous 
things about, the habits and ¢ustoms of 
millionaires who Own riparian rights. 


The Declarations of Johnston. 

“Think they can put me off from here,"’ he 
says, “I guess not. I'¥e lived here longer 
than any of ’em, When i went on here it 
was all water, and I haven't given ’em any 
permission to fill it in. -A good while ago 
after. I saw that I was goin’ to live on land 
instead of water I sent down to Washing- 
ton and tried to take out a patent for all 
this property. But the authoritites said, 
‘There ain't no Jand where yau live. . It’s all 
water. Wedon't recognise noJand that ain’t 
on our plats.” Them’s their very words. 
“There ain’t no land,’ they says, and so that 
settles it. Of course, there is land in one 
sense and in one sense thereain’t. I’ve filed 
my plats and surveys, and when the United 
States discovers that it has got more land 
than it thought it had, I'll come in for it. 


hi’ if the government don’t own it, why, 
the State don’t. own it, and, the City of Chi- 
cago don’t own it, and the millionaires don’t 
own it. Johnston owns-tt. That's the way 
it is, and Johnston is goin’ to keep it, too.” 

The squatter stepped to his doorway and 
swept the landscape of tomato cans and 
dumps with his arm. 

“All this is mine,”’ he said, puffing at his 
cigar with his head tilted to one side, “‘every 
foot of it. Do you see that little house up 
yonder*® Well, that’s the edge of Chicago. 
I’m not in Chicago, and the city authorities 
have no jurisdiction over me. Why, they 
haven’t even the right to give me a license 
for my saloon. O, I pay it of course. I’m 
not a man who is looking for trouble, Ts) 
when they come down here I say to ‘em, 
‘You've no business to collect it, but I'll pay 
it under protest.’ ”’ 

Squatter Johnston said that he was free 
to admit he didn't know how he was everto 
get his property under the jurisdiction of

any government so that it could be taxed. 
He expressed the idea that it might possibly 
be admitted to the Union as a Territory, and 
when it had enough of inhabitants it could be 
admitted as a State. 

“But there wouldn't be enough inhabitants 
for State officers now, would there?” he said 
laughing, “and Mrs. Johnston is the only 
woman who lives on that strip.”’ 

As yet Squatter Johnston has held his 
piece of property without disturbance, but 
there are rumors of all sorts of suits, amd it 
may be possible that his troubles in the 
future will equal those of the bluff old Capt. 
Streeter, who has but recently been com- 
pelled to flee from his old-time haunts on 
the lake-front. 


How the Land Grew. 

North from Indiana street, where the 
equatter’s cabin stands, to the intersection 
of Oak street and the Lake Shore drive, 
stretches a great triangular piece of land, 
all of which was once covered by the waters 
of Lake Michigan. It is now a dreary waste 
of ash-heaps, street sweepings, and rubbish. 
but at no distant day it will be laid off partly 
as a park and partly as one of the most beau 
tiful residence spots in the world. At its 
outer edge, where the continuation of the 
Lake Shore drive will skirt the lake, a retain- 
ing wall of piling, stone-loaded, has already 
been constructed with the exception of a sin- 
gle break at the foot of Chicagoavenue. In 
many places this wall is a full half mile 
from the settled portion of Chicago and its 
banks are as lonely and desertedms if they 
were in the midst of the Rocky Mountains. 
Huge heaps of clay and sand, mingled with 
stone, form a ridge close to the lake and 
cefy the waves which come down with the 
northeasters and dash over the breakwater. 
The great, barren, unifihabited tract of land 
itself is divided into sections by east and 
west ridges from ten to twenty feet high, 
where the various streets have been filled 
in. In most cases the. lake end of these 
ridges is a trifle higher than the land end, 
it being the intention to have the sewers 
run westward and into the river, instead 
of into the lake. Between these ridges 
there are wide, weed-grown ravines, the 
sides of which are covered with pieces of 
rusty iron, scrap tin, and broken bottles. 
Al the foot of Chicago avenue and on some 


Of the streets that are not yet up to grade 


a scene of the greatest activity . prevails. 
Each day hundreds of heavily loaded wagons 
rumble down from the city and pull up to the 
shore of the lake. Then the dump boards are 
lifted and the foads of rubbish go rattling 
down into the lake. Thousands of loads of 
street sweepings and other waste material 
are hauled there every day. During last 
summer more than 500 feet of land between 
<‘hicago avenue and Pearson street has thus 
been reclaimed from the lake, and the old 
pier and platform where World’s Fair ex- 
cursion boats landed in 1893 is now buried 
up and surrotinded by dry land fully 400 
feet from the edge of the lake. As fast as 
the loads are dumped ¢into the water the 
waves come and carry away the greater por- 
tion and distribute it further out along the 
shore. All sorts of rubbish except garbage 
and filth are received at the dump and the 
property-owners are giad to get it, It is 
making land for them without a cent of ex- 
pense beyond the cost of keeping a Watchman 
to direct the teams that drive to the dumps. 
There are those who live on the shore in 


le 


a nomadic sort of way, both nights and 
days and every month of t year when 
the snow does not lie on the grdund. In cer- 
tain classes of men the love for a residence 
near the water rules above everything else. 
When this is combined with the stirring of a 
pioneer spirit it produces a character who 
seeks out such places as the bleak north 
shore affords. Near the foot of Oak street, 
if it was extended to the lake shore, and 
close under the brow of a huge heap of earth, 
some of these fishermen-squatters have 
their habitation. Their little hut is con- 
structed of short pieces of wreckage such.as 
the lake throws up, some tobacco box 
boards, an antiquated sign or two, and 
pieces of boxes brought frem some alley in 
the city. Its door is made of an old piece 
of awning, held down by nails. It is not to 
exceed four feet high by eight long and 
six broad, but its interior is as snug a 
cubby-hole as any fisherman could desire, 
There is a little bed or berth in which two 
or even three men may sleep. During some 
rainy day its occupants have whiled away a 
dreary hour decorating its interior with 
pictures from the newspapers, colored 
chromos, and cigaret photographs. For 
toilet arrangements there is a little angular 
piece of lookingglass, evidently the product 
of the dump, tacked to the wall. This, with 
Lake Michigan for a washbowl, furnishes 
all the necessary outfit with which to 
keep clean. Ali around the outside of this 
primitive dwelling on which the occupants 
pay no rent and no taxes are heaps of fish- 
nets, fish poles, old barrels and boxes, bot- 
tles from the dump, and a great many treas- 
ures that long ago ceased to be treasures in 
the more pretentious homes of the distant 
city. Two lengths of stove pipe set over a 
hole in the ground furnishes the draft for 
the stove. Here the fishermen-squatters, 
after they have crawled out of their little 
house on one of these chilly mornings, fry 
a bit of salt pork and some fish and then 
boil a big black pail full of coffee. When 
breakfast is ready it is set on a decrepit 
soap box and the squatters gather around, 
seating themselves on blocks of wood, and 
eat their breakfast. They derive great 
cemfort from their coffee—it warms all the 
way down and by the time they have drunk 
a rint or two they feel in good trim to begin 
the day’s fishing. In this way the fishermen 
live in the most primitive and pioneering 
manner within a mile of the densely popu- 
lated center of the second city of the con- 
tinent. “And they wouldn’t change their 


‘little cubby-hole, which is so near the lake 


that 1 spray often dashes upon it, for the 
airiest bedroom in all Lake Shore drive. 
They make their living by dropping huge 
fish nets off the pier and at intervals turn- 
ing the windlass and catching as many fish 
as the great net scoops in. They also set 
lines with many hooks attached, and they 
know wWheh they have a “ bite’”’ by watch- 
ing the nodding of a little cork-tipped 
spindle stuck Into the edge of the pier with 
the line running over it. They catch for the 
most part small perch, bullpouts, eelpouts, 
and other small fish, some é6f which they 
sell and some of which they eat. 
An Outdoor Hot Bath in Winter. 

Another pair of fishermen-squatters have 
built their little cabin on some old timbers 
that a dredeing company has left piled at the 
foot of Chicago avenue. Not far from the 
front of their doorway there runs a large 


stream that appears on none of the nfaps of 
Chicago. This stream is as hot all the oe 
round as if it had just spouted from a ge 

that reached the interior of the earth, he 
squatters may have a Turkish bath at any 
ume of day or night winter or summer, and 
if they need hot water to make coffee oF 
boil potatoes they have but to s-oop it up in 
their old tin pail. This remarkabie stream is 
about half a mile long and it has its source 
in a huge pipe that leads out of the Chitago 
Avenue Pumping Station. It is the waste 
from the phmping engines. At the point 
where the pipe discharges into the open air 
a large, deep pond has been form The 


cold and the white frost had silvered the rub- 
bish heaps, a number of boys came down out 
of the city, stripped themselves, shivered a 
moment in the icy air, and then piunged into 
the water, which is almost scalding hot 


almost daily scene. 

It required perpetual activity on thé part 
of the boat-house owners to keep pace with 
the growth of the land into the lake. Some 
of them have had to move every spring for 
years. One discouraged boatman whose 
‘shanty is about 1,000 feet back from the oy 
said dolefully the other day: 

‘“'There’s no use in trying to Keep up this 
business. I’ve moved my house six times ai- 
ready to get near enough to the water to 
launch my [°ats and I can’t afford it any 
longer. Every spring when the ice goes out 
I find that the place in front of my house, 
which was water in the fall, has turned to 
tomato cans and rubbish.” 

And the disconsolate fisher sits with his

Germ Sharps Say the Natural Article.

New York World: Among the first of the 


‘Many curious things that impress the 


summer visitor to Paris is the 


“way the French have of doling out ice as if | 


it were diamonds,.and the. horror which 
Parisians profess for the American custom 


.of icing their. drinks and thereby.impairing 


their digestions. Notwithstanding all this, 
the consumption of ice in Paris, especially 
for domestic uses, has ; rapidly 
during the last few years, and if it continues 
at the same rate it will not .be long before 
it surpasses that of New York. The last

twelve months show a total consumption of 
over 110,000,000 pounds. 

Most of the natural ice used in Paris is 

taken from the. lakes in the environs at 
Cha#ille, in the woods about Versailles and 
St. Cloud, and even from sheets of water in 
the Bois de Boulogne and Vincennes. Iceis 
made artificially in large quantities, how- 
ever, and is sold at a-much higher price 
than the natural article. Natural ice, in- 
deed? the Academy of Medicine says, is 
full of bacilli in a state of suspended anima- 
tion, and the doctors recommend that only 
atificial ice be used for domestic purposes. 
' The highest priced ice comes from Norway 
and from Switzerland, where it is gathered 
from the glaciers and from the mountain 
tops. This costs from 28 to 30 francs a ton. 
Artificial ice costs but a trifle less, but that 
which is gathered in and about Paris is 
sold for from 9 to 10 francs aton. The City 
of Paris harvests the ice in the lakes in the 
Bois de Boulogne and Vincennes and sells 
the crop, safely packed in the municipal ice- 
houses, for 55,000 francs, or about $11,000 
annually.
